Afghanistan. 

CABUL, April 26.—The following are ths full 
details of the battle between Gen. Stewart and 
the Afghans onthe 1%th inst: The enemy 
was observed two mile; off and 
the British forces were immediately 
placed in position. The ariillery advanced 
to the attack, firing with great effect 
on the enemy, who lined the crest of the hills, 
but before the attack was developed a desper- 
ate charge by 3,000 Ghazis was made along the 
face of the whole line,§enveloping both 
flanks. The Ghazis, of whom many 
were mounted magnificently, and led by 
three men with standards, charged right into 
the British. 

THE RESULT, 

Some of them succeeded in getting round 
the flank of two squadrons of lancers, who 
charged on the main body; a considerable 
number also got through the line of infantry 
in the center, and nearly reached 
General Stewart and the headquarters of his 
staff. In stopping these and in 
defending the guns on the right two squad- 
rons of Punjaub cavalry made several brilliant 
charges and did great execution. The action 
lasted an hour, when the enemy retired off 
the hillstothe plain, leaving over 1,000 dead 
and removing as manyavounded. The British 
jost 17 killed and 126 wounded,

Seventy Thousand Pennsylvania 


Miners Idle. 


The Large Coal Companies Shut Down 
Till May 3. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK,*April 26.—Between sixty and 
seventy thousand miners and laborers in the 
Schuylkill, Wyoming, Lehigh-and Lacka- 
wanna Valleys are ina state of enforced idle- 
ness, the coal companies having stopped the 
production. The shut-down will be 
maintained till May 3d. This action 
creates great dissatisfaction among 
the operatives and a strike for 
increase of mining rates and new regula- 
tions is threatened. The correspondent of the 
Tribune writes that in the event of the coal 
and railroad companies and individual opera- 
tors refusing to accede to the proposition 
when presented for their acceptance, a gen- 
eral stand-out will be ordered at once. The 
number of miners interested in the threaten- 
ed strike is about 30,000, embrac- 
ing the colliers of the Delaware, Lacxa- 
wrnna and Western,the Delaware and Hudson 
the Pennsylvania, the Lehigh Vallev, of the 
Lehigh and Wilkesbarre, of the Pittston and 
Elmira and of the Susquehanna Coal Compa- 
nies, and the organizations representing the 
New York, Lake Erie and Western Compa- 
ny. Jesides these .powerful corpora- 
tions the operations of numerous 
small companies and individual opera- 
tors will be affected. The latter will 
suffer more from the suspension of 
mining operations in the event of a 
strike, as they have but little coal out of the 
mines, while the floating stock held by the 
large mining and carrying companies is im- 
mense. Tonnage to corporations represent- 
ing the associated companies is distributed at 
storing points in producing centers and at the 
seaboard depots, and will reach at a fair esti- 
mate several million tons. In anticipation 
ofiimpending trouble and cessation of pro- 
duction at mines many operators are rushing 
transportaticn to tide-water at the liveliest 
rate possible.

The Way Two Unfortunates Shuf- 
fled Off the Mortal Coil. 


John Braun Cuts His Threat With a 
Pocket Knife.

An Unknown Man Jumps From a Wharfboat 
Into the River, 


Drink, the Cause of Both Suicides—The 
Horrible Details of the Twe Deaths. 


John Braun, aGerman, committed suicide 
during the night by cutting his throat with a 
rocket-knife at the saloon and boarding-house 
kept by Jacob Seiberth, 829 South Second. 
When the reporter arrived at the scene this 
morning he was conducted to @ small room on 
the second story about 16x12 feet. The ro@m 
wus scrupulously clean. There were 


three beds in it. On the floor lay the body of 
the suicide, John Braun. Deceased was a 
blonde man, with full face, auburn hair and 
moustache, with a slight goatee. He was lying 
on his back with his head thrown back, expos- 
ing the fatal gash in his throat all clotted with 
blood and gore. The wound was exactly two 
inches in length. Braun’s feet were naked; he 
wore a pair of white under-drawers, a 
dark blue and black checkered flannel 
shirt unfastened at the throat and bringing to 
view the white flannel undershirt. A pair of 
gaiters were close to his head, and in his left 
hand he held a stocking, while the other one 
was beneath the body. The legs were extend- 
ed under the bedstead, and 
A HORRIBLE POOL OF BLOOD 

had collected under the corpse. The hands 
and brow were also stained and 
smeared. Around the room were 
large blood spots, showing that Braun 
after he had cut his throat did not immediately 
tall, but must have walked around somewhat. 

The white coverlet of the bed was stained in 
four places with blood. On the floor was found 
the bloody pocket knife—an ordinary black- 
handled one with two blades, one of which 
was broken. In one corner of the room was a 
— belonging to deceased, who was rup- 
tured. 

Braun had slept for two nights at Seiberth’s, 
but had acted in such a queer manner that an- 
other boarder,Jobn Gross,wko occupied a bed 
in the room, refusedto sleep in the same 
room last evening,and was allotted other quar- 
ters. Yesterday evening Braun entered 
Seiberth’s. Hedrank about three glasses of 
beer, refused many offers of drink and be- 
tween nine and ten retiredto hisroom. He 
hud behaved in a very strange manner. About 
eleven o’cilock Seiberth passed the room door 
and heard him walking up and down mutter- 
ingto himself incoherently in German. He 
suid: ‘*They have been swindling mein tne 
Illinois House. I can’t write and read.

lam undone.’’ After that nothing was heard 
until 5 o’clock this morning, when the hired 
girl noticed some one moving in the room. 
That seems to prove that Braun did not 
take his own lite until after that hour. 
He wus discovered dead on the floor this 
morning by Mr. Mahler, an inmate of te 
place. Mr. Seiberth, the proprietor of the 
sxlocn and dDoarding-bhouse, said deceased had 
been staying there two days, that he had 
known him for several years. The first nighta 
fellow Loarder, Gross, occupied the same rvom 
2s Braun, but he complained in the morning 
that he could not sleep. Braun walked up and 
cown the floorcontinually and muttered aloud 
to himege/t in German, His sections

When Braun cameto 
his hotel a week ago he had plenty of money. 
fie went to drinking hard for three days and 
was now justrecovering from the effects of his 
spree. He believed he was suffering somewhat 
trom delirium. Braun wave Brauer the re- 
ceipt for the§$150 for safe keeping. Two days 
ago be said he wanted tos:e whether his broth- 
ers would send it on or cheat him out of it. 
Mr. Brauer took birn to hls banker’sand Braun 
drew a draft on his brothers and was told to 
return intwo days (which would be to-day), 
when, if the araft was honored, he would re- 
ceive the money. Butthe effect of the drink 
and the slight delirium made Braun a mono- 
maniac on the subject of this money, and he 
would trequentliy remark that his brothers 
wanted to cheat him out of the money. Mr. 
Brauer had known’ braun for years. 
He said he was a good, hon- 
est, hard-working man. He thought 
that his hard drinking lately, to 
which he was unaccustomed, had turned his 
brain, and while suffering from delirium tre- 
mens he cut his throat. Braun was about 
thirty years of age. Te Coroner was notified 
and an inquest will be held to-day, when a 
verdict will be rendered in accordance with 
the above taets. 


An Unknown Man J umps Into the River. 

Shortly after noon to-day Deputy Coroner 
O’ Neil held an inquest over the body of an un- 
known man who committed suicide about 6 
o’clock this morning by jamping into the river 
from the whartboat toot of Olivestreet. Capt. 
F. Lee, ot the steamb oat Minnesota, sawthe 
man rundown the levee andjump into the 
river. He quickly procured a rope which he 
tnrew to the drownigg man, who came to the 


surface a few seconds after he first touched the 
water. The Captain’s aim was accurate, for 
the end of the rope was thrown over the man’s 
head, but he put up his hand and 
catching it he threw it from him. 
ln the position in which he was after coming to 
the surface for the first time he floated down 
the river just outside of the boats’ sterns. A 
large crowd followed down the bank. At the 
toot of Elm street Mike Conners, an employe 
of the Mississippi Valley wharfboat, discov> 
ered the body, which was floating down in 
pearly an upright position with the coat tails 
lying on the surface of the water. He procur- 
eda pike pole and with the assistance ot Pat 
Connell the body wastaken ashore, but was 
lifeless. A very pecultar circumnstance was 
the fact that the head did not disappear but 
once, and still the man was dead. 

At tbe inquest Conners was examined aud 
testifiéd to facts the substance of which is

FIVE years ago @man named Udderzook 
was executed at Westchester, Pa., for the 
murder of his brother-indaw, Goss. The 
twain had entered into a conspiracy to de- 
fraud certain insurance companies. A heavy 
policy was placed on the life of Goss and it 
was pretended that he had been burned in 
an eld shanty near Baltimore while asleep. 
A dead body was placed in the building be- 
fore it was fired and the charred remains 
were made to represent the insured. The 
companies suspected fraud and resisted the 
claim in the courts. Meanwhile it was 
necessary to keep Goss hidden from public 
view. He was a drunkard, and the task 
became such a heavy one that Udderzook 
finally murdered him. He was convicted 
of the crime and executed, and now, after 
a lapse of five years, his confession is given 
to the world. We publish it on one of our 
inside pages to-day. As a story of depravity 
and as an illustration of how an ill-advised 
act to do wrong may lead up to murder and 
all its terrible consequences it is almost 
without equal in the records of crime. No 
romance is comparable with it, and the 
reader who once enters upon it will be 
likely to have his attention chained to the 
end—so fascinating is it in the rascally de- 
liberatness of its details. 


TRERE are no extenuating circumstances 
about the vulgar and cruel assassination of 
Mr. Charles De Young of the San Francisco 
Chronicle, but the attempt to make a hero 
and a martyr out of him is ,highly unneces- 
sary. De Young wasa reckless, fierce, 
energetic newspaper publisher with an ex- 
aggerated sense of his own importance. He 
had an idea that because he had made 
money buying and selling news he was a 
great public person with a Duty to perform. 
He was always making war on some indi- 
vidual or class of individuals who had as 
much claim to an existence as himself, His 
great conflicts, in which he sought to de- 
stroy offensive people, were all directed 
toward the popularization of his newspaper 
or the exhibition of its power, and there is 
no instance going to show that his pro- 
foundest expression of editorial opinion in 
behalf of the suffering public would not at 
any time have been crowded out on a mo- 
ment’s notice to make room for a paid ad- 
vertisement. His loss to the Chronicle will be 
a severe one, because he was the electrical 
battery that furnished the motive power— 
but that society will recover in time no one 
doubts.

YESTERDAY’S CONVENTION 

did not adjourn tiil long after midnight. It 
was carried by the Tiidenites, but not by Til- 
den. The sentiment of the majority was that 
they would neyer be called op to nominate 
him. Yet the way the resolutions were linked 
and double-linked and bolted into stone, 
shows that something is intended to be done 
with them. Tilden himself, according toa 
man who says he spoke with him, ex-editor 
of one of his organs, said, just before the con- 
ventiom met: 

“T haa avaluable lotof assests lying all 
over the State in the wav of political organi- 
zations and friends. If I had died and left 
them disorganized, the enemy would have 
run over them and tramped them out. Now 
they will be in shape, by the action of the 
convention, to hold together and take care of 
themselves, and be formidable.” 

You see, he has created a new State Com- 
mittee to hold over the Presidential year. He 
has got a delegation to Cincinnati bound as by 
a bloody oath, with hostages and dread pen- 
alties, to apeers enly such a man as the ma- 
jority, which is carefully secured, shall decide 
upon. And tbat majority will be directed by 
Tilden and his executors, and will reward 
and punish as faras it can. The State Com- 
mittee can take any suspected man off the 
delegation to Cincinnati or off the electoral 
ticket. 

Never did I hear sucha set of resolutions 
read to a delegation alone merely to express 
the will of a party ina State, at a mere- 
ly political convention—all things of shift- 
ing and temporal sort, as the word political 
means. But these men are to doa mysteri- 
ous thing, known only to the conceiver of 
those resolutions and instructions, and prob- 
ably not yet known tohimself. For fear they 
might fall into some line of thinking or incli- 
nation,or other aftiliation,they are haltered in 
advance to that variable will, like alot of 
lambs to a cayote, and pulled all over the 
prairie of the infinite.

The convention’ had the air, a good deal, of 
a class of boys with a mysterious teacher, try- 
ing to be cheerful and hurrah overasum in 
algebra or logarithms; cold, slate pencil, 
mathematical cheers once or twice arose and 
subsided,and when the convention adjourned 
the effect in the ball was that of aa old black- 
board wiped off with a dry towel; dust, caba- 
listic stumps of figures, sick headache and the 
last loiterer: ‘*Whatdowe have this ‘study’ 
in our school for?’’

Animated Proceedings in a Di- 
vorce Suit.

A Witness That Insisted on Having His 
Own Way. 


In the divorce suit of-Mary Ann Fine vs. An- 
drew Fine, testimony was begun to be taken in 
the Circuit Court before Judge Adams yester- 
day afternoon on the motion for alimony, dur- 
ing the pendency ot the suit, made by 
the plaintiff. The suit was brought 
last January. The petition ot 
the plaintiff sets out that she and the defend- 
ant were married on the 15th of December, 


1869; that they lived together till the 8th of 
August, 1878, and that there were born of the 
union three children. She alleges that the de- 
fendant deserted her and refused to live with 
her; that he was-~ guilty of brutal 
and insulting conduct towards her 
in November, 1877, and offered her 
such indignities that her life was made intoler- 
able; thatin January, 1878, he, by means of 
threats of abandonwent and profane eaths, 
compelled her to go to her father, Thomas For- 
rester, and demand ot bimthe sum of $15,000 
or $20,000, declaring at the time thatthe pay- 
ment to him by said Forrester of 
A LARGE SUM OF MONEY 
was the only condition upon which he would 
consent to live with the plaintiff; that in 
the month of May, 1878, he compel- 
led ber by threats and oaths to 
xO to Thomas Richeson and i Rufus 
raston for the purpose ofinducing them to in- 
fluence ber fatherto advancethe detendunt 
the sum of $20,00U; that between November, 
1877, and August, 1878,while the plaiatiff was 
piegnant, infeeble health aud harassed by 
gloomy forebuuings, the defendant accustoni- 
ed himself to wrong and torment her with re- 
peated threats of abandomentand the most 
shametul abuse of her tather, Thomas Forres- 
ter, amost worthy and respected citizen of St. 
Louis; that once during the summer of 
1878, in the presence of Mrs. Todd, de- 
tendant used somevery vilelanguage aboat 
the plaintiff that be wickedly refused to get 
a nurse for ber when she was very sick 1n July, 
187s, and refused to allow her intimace per- 
sonal frienus to visit her, ana that he drove 
one Mrs. Fairbridge from her bed-side On a 
certain occasion with unusual violence of 
speech and brutality. Thatsome six or seven 
weeks after he bad abanduned her and while 
ostensibly living separate from her he was in 
the habit of surreptitiously calling at the 
house where she was living after the hour 
of midnight, and having gained admittance it 
was his customto remain several hours and 
then sneak away before dawn; that at the time 
Ot suid Visits plaintiff was livingin a populous 
portion ofthe city with noone in the house 
with her but her three children, and the said 
Visits of the detendant were designed and cal- 
culated by him to subject the plaintiff to the 
imputation and suspicion of living an 
unchaste life. Tne petition closes 
with a prayer for divorce, custody 
ot the children and alimony. ‘the defendant, 
Andrew Fine, filed an 
ANSWER AND CROSS-BI!-L, 

in which bedenies all the allegations inthe 
petition of his wife and avers as grounds of 
counter-action that the plaintiff was inthe hab- 
itof accusing him of infiaelity, that she was 
prejudiced against him by her father, that her 
futher has prevented bimfrom seeing his wife 
and thut he, the father, alienated 
the affections of his wife from bim. 

There were several dramatic scenesin the 
taking of the testimony to-day on the motion 
of plaintiff tor alimony. Mr. John McGuaffey 
and Col. A W. Slayback appeared tor the 
plaintiff and Mr. W. H. H, Russell for the de- 
tendant. When Mr. Andiew Fine, the plain- 
tiff, was put on the stund,it was evident 
at once that he was going to 
be a troublesome witness. The aim of Messrs. 
McGatffey and Slayback was to uscertain 


- whether Fine has any money or propertv out 


of which un alimony could De paid. When 
asked, 

THE DIALOGUE BETWEEN M‘GAFFEY AND FINE 
went on something elter this style: 

‘*Haveg you any property ?’’

The witness looked like he meant what he 
said. Co]. Slayback appraied to the Court, aud 
the Court suid the question was proper. Siill 
the witness said he would not answer. The 
Judge tten asked Mr. Russell to consult with 
the witness. After making some objections 
that were overruled, Mr. Russell told the 
witness he could say how much money he had, 
if he knew, and he then reluctantly said he 
had $75, and that it was in his pocket. 

Mr. McGaffey asked nimit he had not some 
time ago received $3,200 for his interestina 
certain business.

‘*‘What did you do with the money?” 

‘*That 1s none of your business, and I will 
not answer it ’”’ 

This was said witha sneer of the utmost con- 
tempt. 

The Court ruled that he must answer, and 
then he said he had spent it. 

‘*How have you spent it?’’” 

‘*That is none of your business.’’ 

Col. Slayback had stood itas long as possi- 
ble, and he made a short speech about the in- 
solenee of the witness, and insist- 
ing that the counsel of the  plain- 
tiff were entitled to be protected from the 
insults of the witness. The Court told the wit- 
ness he must answer the questions. This he 
did in a most evasive and roundabout fashion, 
and during the whole two hours he was on the 
stand but little was got out of him other than 
that he had $75 in his pocket. [The Judge was 
half a dozen times just about to say he would 
be committed for contempt.

Important Opinion By the Circuit Court 
in General Term. 


ow -- eee 


On last Saturday, before the general term of 
the Circuit Court, there was an extensive 
argument on agreed = statements per- 
taining to the Broadway Bank case 
of Jecko versus Krieger, Sr., et al., the 
point involved being the liability of directors 
of a bank when it is in a failing condition. The 
matter was submitted, and this morning, on 


the a of the five Judges in general 
term, anopinion wasrendered. It is of con- 
siderable length, and was written out by 
Judge Boyle. The following is a synopsis: 

This action is based On the provisions of 

CERTAIN ACTS CF THE LEGISLATURE 

approved April 23 and May 15, 1877, which are 
substantially embodied in sections 918 and 
919 of the Revised Statutes ot 1879, 

By section 918 itis provided that no officer 
or director of a bank shall receive or assent to 
thereception of deposits after he shall have 
knowleuge of the fact thatthe bank is insol- 
vent or in failing circumstance3, and further, 
that every person violating the provisions 
of this section shall be individually responsible 
for such deposits so received. 

Section 919 provides that in all suits brought 
forthe recovery of such deposit the fact that 
the bank was insuvlvent orin failing circum- 
stances at the time the deposit was received 
shall be prima facie evidence of knowledve of 
insolvency and assent to such deposit on the 
part of the officers charged with having assent- 
ed tothe reception of such deposit. . a2 8 

Itis conceded that if the provision contained 
in section 919 is valid, then the proof contain- 
ed in the stipulation filedis sufficient to entitle 
the plaintiff to judgment. The defendants, 
however, contend that the provision 18 invalid 
for the reason that it imposes on the directors 
ot banks a different liability from that imposed 
by the constitution, from which, as it is claim- 
ed, the authority for the Legislative enactment 
is derived. . ° * The provision 
of the Constitution to which detendants refer 
is found in section 27 of article 12 of that in- 
strument. By comparing it with section 918 
of the Revised Statutes it will be found thatin 
substance they arethe same. * * * Butthe 
argumentis that by section 919,making the fact 
of insolvency presumptive evidence ot knowl- 
edge and assent, the Legislatures has virtually 
created 

A LIABILITY 
without attaching to it thoseconditions which 
the Constitution has declared essential to its 
existence. * * * In our judgment, the section 
ofthe statute of which defendants complain 
does not attempt to make the 
liability depend on any differ- 
ent conditions from those prescribed 
- the Constitution itself. The effect of section 
919 is not to authorize arecovery against di- 
reotors who were ignorant of the insolvency of 
the bank, or dissented from the reception of

What He Says About the Great Prosperity of 
the Country. 


PHILADELPHIA, April 24.—Secretary Sherman 
had a cordial reception to-day inthe Stock Ex- 
change and in the course of ashort speech said:

Murderer’s Confession Five 
Years After Death.

True Story of the Goss-Udderzook Conspiracy 
to Defraud Insurance Companies. 


|\Philadelphia Cor. N. Y. Herald, 24th. 1 

One ofthe most curious crimes which the 
modern legal records furnish was the Goss- 
Udderzook conspiracy and the subsequent 
murder of the former by his coadjutor. Al- 
though convicted of the deed on circumstan- 
tial evidence,and hanged in West Chester Jail, 
November 12, 1874, public opiaion in Eastern 
Pennsylvania has been much divided regard- 
ing Udderzook’s guilt. The facts regarding 
the conspiracy against the insurance compa- 
nies have never been known, and the clue to 
a motive was only furnished through the dis- 
closure of money trausactions between Udder- 
zook and his victim. Still, admitting these 
transactions, there have heretofore appeared 
many reasons why Udderzook should have 
desired his companion in the conspiracy to 
live. The ghastly psychological features of the 
tale printed herewith render clear the motive. 
It is safe to say that the confession now given 
te the public, and attested by his counsel, 
stamps Udderzook as one of the most heart- 
less villains that ever met juste at the hal- 
ter’s end. 

THE FACTS AS KNOWN. 

The facts elicited ac the triait can be stated 
in afew words: Aman namel W.S. Goss, 
living in the neighborhood of Baltimore, pro- 
cured ipsurauce on his lifeto the extent of 
$25,000. A fire oceurred soon after io his 
workshop when he was supposed to have bean 
there, and, the charred body of a man like 
him in stature being found, his death was at 
first accepted asa fact by the public. Whea 
the insurance companies nad been defeated in 
asuit brought by Mrs. Goss for the money 
and it seemed inevitable that thev should have 
to pay, parts of the body of a murdered man 
were found in Chester county, Pa. The re- 
mains found were past recognition, but eir- 
cumstances connected a maker of edged tools 
in Baltimore, whose mother resided near the 
scene of the corpse’s several graves, with the 
crime. He had veen ona visitto his mother 
about the time the crime was supposed te have 
occurred. Various other cliews, such asthe 
hiring of a horve and wagon and his having 
peen seen onthe road with a stranger, cast 
suspicion upon him. This man’s name was 
William E. Udderzook. He was arrested 
and broughttoirial. ‘the interesting feature 
of the trial, which attracted universal atten- 
tion, was the introduction and admission by the 
presiding judge of photographs of Goss and 
the alleged identification of a shapeless mass 
of putrefaction by these. The chief strength 
of the prosecution was in proving that the 
characieristics—namely, vulgarity and intem- 
perance—ot A. C. Wilson and W. 8S. Goss, 
the names attached io the remains and to the 
missing man respectively, were the same. 
The counsel for tne prisoner, Messrs. Wayne 
MacVeagh and J. |". Perdue, during tbe 
trial firmly believed him innocent ofthe crime, 
and it was not untilthe foilowing confession 
Was made tothem, when he stood under the 
shadow of the scaffold, thatthey were con- 
vinced of Udderzook’s guilt. The confession 
which follows will set at rest many doubis 
felt by people who, with oniv a portion) of 
the facts in their possession, have conscidn- 
tious)y doubtedthe guilt of William E, Uddpr- 
zook. It isut once an interesting study antl a 
horrible narrative of human deprayiiy.

Confession of William E. Udderzogk. 
To Whom it May Concern: 

Winfield Scott Goss and myself married sis- 
ters and became after my marriage very inti- 
mate friends, for when he was sober he was a 
most agreeable companion. But he was indo- 
Jent and would not work steadily at his trade, 
and had become very much addicted to drink- 
ing to excess. He got his life insured in 18638 
for $5,000 in the Mutual Life Insurance Com- 
pany, of New York, for the benetit of his wife, 
to whom he was a most devoted and affection- 


ate husband. At the time this insurance was 
effected he seemed to have reformed and had 
determined to do better, and this insurance 
. Was secured without any idea of defraudiug 
the company. But he afterward fell back into 
his old habits and frequently borrowed muney 
from me which I had ditlicuityin getting back, 
One of his great dilliculties was to get money 
to pay the premiums upon his iosurance, and 
he berrowed money from me to pay them 
with. He was owing me some money and I 
helped him to pay his insurance ia the early 
part of the year 1871, but 1 don’t remember 
the exact date. I told him I could not attord 
to let him have so much money, as I had my 
famiiy 10 support and was only a mechanic. 
He said be would pay me in a shori time as he 
expected to get money. 
“THE ROOT OF ALL EVIL.’? 
I knew he could make money if he would 
work, as he was sgilder by trade and made 
ood wages, and had no family but. his wife. 
asked him for money several times, but he 
always put me off. One day, in conversation 
with him about it, he said he wished he had 
never taken that insurance upon his life, as it 
was a constant drain upon him, and that if he 
did not pay just when it was due he would 
Jose all he had paid, and that such companies 
were no betterthan highway robbers. I al- 
ways bad a prejudiee against life insurance 
companies, as 1 had heard of so many people 
who had to sue them before they woutd pay 
losses, and that they would get vut of paying 
if they could. A few days after this conver- 
sation he came to me and said he hada plan 
by which we could get even with the insurance 
business and make a good thing fur ourselves. 
I asked him how _— it Was. He 
said he had been reading ofa man who had 
his jife insured, and he was supposed 
to have been ata hotel which was burned; 


_ thata body was found so much disfigured that 


it could not be recognized, and that his faini- 
ly either got the insurance or were about to 
get it when he turned up. I did not pay 
much attention to it, as he was rather a vis- 
jonary man, and always had some plan or 
other to get rich quickly. I asked him joking- 
ly if he iutended to burn some man up, and 
suggested that the best plan was to burn him- 
selfup. He saia: ‘I will attend to that, but 
if I go into this thing I want more insurance. 
If I only had $1,000 I would show these com- 
panies a thing or two, and make us all com- 
fortable.”’ Nothing more was said upon this 
occasion, but afterI left him I got to think- 
ing aboutit. It seemed to me thut the thing 
eould be done; that after we got the money 
we could go away from Baltimore and he 
could join us, 
THE CONSPIRACY. 
Inashorttime afterward he came to see 
me and oy to talk aboutit. I asked him 
bow much he would like to have upon his life. 
He said $50,000, butit would cost too much; 
if, however, he could get $20,000 more he 
would then have $25,000, and that would make 
asnug startforus. Iasked him how muca 
it would cost. He told me he didn’t know 
exactly, but would find eut. He then ex- 
plained his plan to me, which wastorent a 
shop or some building or part of it ia Balti- 
more,and have it take fire and get a dead body 
and put it in it; that this body should corre- 
spond in size to him, and afterthat nobody 
could tell that it was not he, and that nobody 
would suspect; that he should go away and 
stay unti] the money was collected from the 
insurance companies by his wife, in whose fa- 
vor the policies were to be drawn; that after 
they were paid his wife should be informed 
at he ras still alive. He had sufticient con- 
dence in ber to believe that she would go to 
him, and thatthey and my family should go 
to the far West, and nobody would know any- 
thing aboutit. ~ 
COUNTING THE CuS8T AND GAIN, 
He agreed that if 1 would help bim pay for 
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that they were Me biden’ 


the insurance I should have one-third of all he 
gotard what I paid out besides. I wan 
one-half, but he said I had no risk to run, 
while he bad all, and that was a very liberal 
offer. I thought that was so, and that I could 
make over $8,000 and. put my family in 
shape. I consented to go ito: it. 

some little money saved, but not enough to 
take the whole $20,000 at once, and besides 
we thought if he took the insurance 
in different companies and at different 
times it would ward off any suspicion. A 
short time after this Goss told me he was 
about getting insured in the Continental Life 
Insurance Company for $5,000. I furnished 
him with the money to pay the premium. He 
was not drinking much at thistime. He got 
to drinking, however, soon after, and I 
thought it best for him to be away from Balti- 
more and induced him and his wife to go out 
to Mr. Engle’s. Thev went outsome time ia 
July. Goss did very little that summer. 
They stayed there until about November. A 
short time before they came in he got insured 
in the Travelers’ Insurance Company for 
$10,000. In November he cameto Baltimore 
with his wife and lived with her stepfather, 
Mr. Arden, In January, 1872, Goss got an- 
other policy of $5,000 inthe Knickerbocker 
Life Insurance Company. This made $25,000. 
Goss pow became very anxious to have the 
matter consummated; but I wanted him to 
wait. Healways told methat it was all his 
risk. If he was caught it would not affect me. 
We had talked the matter over very often, in- 
tending to have the burning at some place in 
Baltimore; but while Goss was living at 
Engle’sthe thought suggested itself that a 
small disused house belonging to Mr. Loundes, 
near where Engle lived, would suit the pur- 
pose better, and it was accordingly rented 
while Goss was living out there and used 
ostensibly as a workshop. 

PROBABLY ANOTHER MURDER. 

I donot know where the body came from 
that was used. Goss always told me he would 
manage that. Thomas D. Landenslager did 
not tell the truth when he said Goss and I 
took a box away from Thomas & Sons’ on the 
afternocn of the fire. A box was taken away 
containing some things for the house on the 
York road, but it was not onthat day. It 
was some time before and contained some 
boxes, tools and rubber material to keep up 
the appearance of working outthere. Ona the 
afternoon of February 2, 1872, everything 
heing completed, Goss and I started out on the 
York road. We went to the house and he took 
me into the cellar and showed me the body 
which bad been placed there. Wood had 
been split up and piled around, both above 
and below, and coal oil had been poured over 

I then helped Goss to make the final ar- 
rangements. We had found thatit would be 
necessary to get some assistance. Sometime 
before A. C. Goss, a brother of Seott Goss, 
came on from Nashville, Tenn.,wherethe fam- 
ily had lived,with theidea of getting into work. 
The scheme was accordilngy made known 
to him, although he had very little to do with 
it. In fact, there was very little to be done. 
On the afternoon of the tire he was to, and 
did, I suppose, although I did not see him, 
get a horse and wagon and bein reagliness in a 
road running fromthe York ruad and near to 
it to receive Scott Goss when he came from 
the burning house. 
THE CONFLAGRATION, 

Our plans were now ail arranged. We 
stopped at Engle’s house onour way to the 
cottage, ostensibly to get anaxe, but so that 


_ these people might see that Goss was there and 


going tothe cottage and if possible to get 
young Gottlieb Engle to go with us, so that 
when he and I should go away from the house 
upon the pretext agreed upon, he could say 
that we had left Goss there. But young Engle 
was not there. I borrowedthe axe and weat 
with Goss tothe cottage, made a fire in the 
stove and he put his pretended/ macainery in 
operation. About sunset I Went back to 
Engle’s house with theaxe. I remained per- 
haps half an hour when IJ returned to the cot- 
tage With young Mr. Engle. It was beginning 
to get dark and Goss asked meto bring the 
light. There was a coal oii lamp which had 
been filled with slightly colored water duriag 
the afternoon and of course it would not 
burn. Goss triedto ligatit,and I tried it. 
but all to no effect. Goss seemed very muc} 
provoked about it and complained of the 
burner, and said he was so muca disap- 
pointed, as he had) come all 
the way out there and had 
gotten me fo come with him to help 
him fix a certain part of his rubber-making 
business. I expressed my dissatisfaction with 
things generaliy, and young Engle suzgested 
that weturn the wick. This Goss objected 
to, a8 oil Was a dangerous thing to handle. 
By that time it was dark, and Goss had light- 
eda piece of tallow candle which he had 
there. It had been agreed thatif young Eagle 
did not oiferto vet a lamp [ should suggest 
that perhaps we could get oneat their house, 
but just at this juncture he offered to get a 
lamp. I said I would get the lamp, and went 
out with him, and Goss locked the door be- 
hind us, and this door was found locked or 
the lock was still locked when it was found af- 
ter the fire. Scott Goss, when we had gone, 
set fire tothe house, went out on the other 
side and unobserved made his way tothe wag- 
on which his brother, A. C. Goss, had in wait- 
ing near by,and wasrapidly driven tothe 
station close by, muffled up and disguised so 
as to prevent detection, where A. C. Goss left 
him and returned with the wagon to the sta- 
ble wbhereke had hired it and@ thence tohis 
boarding place. 
HIDING THE LIVING MAN, 

When we were making our arrangements 
the question presented itself where Goss 
shouid conceal nimself. I thought of David 


R. Mullin, with whom Ihad lived as a boy,.- 


in Delaware county, Pa. They were very 
quiet = and always were good friends to 
me. laccordingly wrote to Mr. Mullin in 
October, 1871, asking if they would take a 
boarder, but Mr. Mullin wrote back declin- 
ing. Wedid not think it would take long to 
get the money, and as there would not, we 
thought, arise any doubt about his death, it 
seemed as if Wilmington, Del., would be a 
good place and convenient if we wanted to 
communicate with him. He therefore went 
to Wilmington and I1 supplied him with 
money. Buthesoon got to drinking hard 
and became impatient. I could not always 
supply him with allthe money he wanted. 
In the spring of 1872 I was taken with small- 
poX and was confined to the house for several 
weeks and could not write to him, and was 
out of work and could not send him money, 
In the early part of June, ona warm, bright 
Sunday morning, when i was about well,I 
had dressed myself with the idea of taking a 
walk. Some one came to the door and inquired 
of Eliza Burke, our girl, for me. I went to 
the door, and to my horror and surprise I saw 
it was Goss. He had his whiskers shaved off 
and no one who was not well acquainted with 
him would recognize him. I at once put on 
my hat and started out with him so as to get 
bim to an unfrequented part of the town. We 
went down to alittle tavern near the wharves 


and I engaged a room for him and myself and: 


stayed with him all day. Hesaid his reason 
for coming back was because he had not 
heard from me and to see what we were do- 
ing. 1 regarded it as the most foolhardy 
thing I had ever known a man to doand told 
him so. lthen suggested to him that he go to 
Mr.Mullin’s and say he was a friend of mine 
and I} thought they would keep him, and that 
the matter was going on and I thought he 
would getthe money. He seemed suspicious 
of me and seemed to think I was not suing to 
do the fairthing by him. I persuaued him 
that this was all folly and that he should 
leave Baltimore at once. He accordingly 
left that night for Philadelphia and thence to 
Mr. D. R. Mullin’s at Bryn Maur. Here he 
stayed until fail or in that neighborhood. 
: SUIT FOR THE MONEY. 

We tried in every possible way to get the 
money from the insurance companies without 
suit, but all of no avail, and in September, 
1872, suit was brought by Messrs. Whitney & 
Johns, of Baltimore, attorneys for Mrs. Goss, 
to recover the mouey. We learned from them 
that the insurance companies alle that 
Goss was not dead, but was concealed, and 
detectives to fi 
out the place of his We then ee 
it best that he should goto some more secure 
hiding piace, and I wrote to him and sent him 
money to go to some place in the vicinity of 
New York. Accordingly in November he went 
toNew York. aud in some way secured 
bearding at Mrs. Toombs’ boarding house in 
Newark, N.J. He was now spending consid- 


‘erable money and Was constantly writing 


either for monev or impatient letters about 


the ease. I knew he was 
t \ \ 


or spending 
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money in some way pretty fast. Here he re- 
mained all winter, but I was constantly in 
dread of his suddenly appearing in Baltimore 
or getting drunk and making injudicious or 
unguarded remarks about himself, Once his 
letters became so wild that we were more 
than usually frightened, and his brother, I 
think in January, went on to see him and 
gave him some money. 

APPARENT VICTORY AND REAL DISASTER. 

When the time for the trial was fixed I went 
on tosee him. It was in the early part of 
May. I told him that the case was fixed for 
trial about the 25th, and that our lawyers said 
we would be sure to win, and that we had 
only ashort time to wait. This seemed to 
encourage him, and I left him in good spirits. 
The trial came on about May 26, 1873, and the 
jury gayea verdict in our favor, but a motion 
was made fora new trial. This was a great 
disappointment to Goss; he charged in his 
letters that we mismanaged the matter, and, 
as be had several times suggested before, 
spoke of acompromise. He wrote to me very 
often, and in one lettersaid he believed the in 
surance companies would give him something 
handsometo settle. The idea now struck 
me thatin a moment of weakness he might 
try to make terms with these compete and 
while I did not doubt that he could doit and 
save himself I knew that the buraen would 
fall upon me, forI had not only been inthe 
conspiracy but had testified in court. At 
once the State prison and disgrace stared me 
in tne face. Al] the position I had gained for 
myself would be lest and I would be locked 
up for years. All care about the money fled 
and loniy thoughtof my own safety. 
thought if I could only supply him with plenty 
of money he would drink himself to death; 
but that, fast as it is, seemed slow to me with 
the danger of exposure every moment over 
him. Oh! how many times huvelI wished 
some calamity would befall him, but at this 
time I never thought of being myself the in- 
strument of his destruction. 

MAKING THE KNIFE, 

But the matter preyed upon me day and 
night. If anybody came into the shop where 
I was working Iimagined it was an officer, 
and the ugly thought constantly came into my 
mind, “If he were only dead.’* Itseemed to 
be a question of self-preservation with me, 
apd at last determined to do something—I 
would go to Newark, N. J., and see him. By 
this time the idea had taken a strung hold of 
me that the only salvation for me was to kill 
him. ButIcould not make up my miad to 
doit. I used to look at pistols and knivesin 
the store windows, but I was afraid to buy 
one,and asI was myself amaker of edge 
tools, I one day went to work and made a fine 
dagger ordirk. I made it with great care, 
feeling that if it becante necessary to use it it 
should not failme. But still I hoped some- 
thing would intervene to stay my hand or to 
render the act unnecessary. 


LAST VISIT TO PHILADELPHIA. 


I thought it best to see Goss at once. I ac- 
cordingly sent him word to meet me in Phila- 
delphia, at the William Penn Hotel. I left 
Baitimore Saturday morning, the 28th day of 
June, and met Goss at the hotel as agreed 
upon, and wetalked the matters all over. 
Goss bad been, I could see, drinking hard. I 
had sent him money and he had been using it 
freely. He was nervous and dissatisfied, and 
again spoke of acompromise. We stayed a!! 
night at the hotel, andon Sunday morning I 
suggested to him that we go up to Chester 
county, to Sam Rboades’,who is a brother-in- 
law of mine. This he consented to do. In fact 
he would go anywhere if you kept him full 
of whisky, and that Idid. Accordingly on 
Sunday morning we went to the Baltimore 
depot, Philadelphia, to take the cars onthe 
Baltimore Central Railroad, which runs down 
through Chester county, but found there was 
no train we could take, 1t being Sunduy. We 
went across to a hotel nearly opposite the de- 
pot and registered our names. I wrote both 
names, his as *‘A. C. Wilson,” and my own 
‘‘William Eachus,’’ those being my first two 
names. Here we stayed for dinner, and dur- 
ing the rest of the day walked around among 
taverns and drinking places—he drinking 
whisky andI beer. I never drank much of 
anything inmy life, dbut I had to drink with 
him. The next morning we bought tickets 
for West Grove, Chester county, Pa., and 
took the cars. 

THE MURDER RESOLVED UPON. 

1 bad now fully made up my mind that the 
only safety I had was in his death, and that 
mine was the only hand that could do it. My 
idea was to get off at West Grove and walk up 
toward Sam Rhoades’ or Gennerville, where 
my mother tived, and beguile Goss into a 
woods I used to know of on the way, there do 
the work, concea!l the body until dark and 
then procure a shovel from some farm-house 
_ by stealth, bury the body, return the shovel. 
and the next morning go to my mother’s house 
just as if I was on a summer visit to her, stay 
a few days and returnto Baltimore. I thought: 
“This manis supposed to be dead; nobody 
will make any search for him, and nosuspivion 
will attach to me.’”? JI had been about that 
part of the country very little for several years 
and few persons would recognize me, and 
those who did would think it ail right as I was 
Visiting my mother. 

IDLE REGRETS. 

We arrived at West Grove and started to 
walk toward Gennerville. 1 tried to keep 
Goss away from houses and hurried him past 
persons we met, but he seemedto have no 
discretion about him, and insisted upon go- 
ing upto Mr. Pyles’ to get some cherries, 
and all I could say would not stop him. After 
leaving Mr. Pyles, 1 complained of the sun 
being hot and proposed that we shouid go to 
the woods. Thesun was beginning to affect 
: him very much and he consented. I also 

persuaded him that it was dangerous for us 
both to be seen and that we ought 
to conceal ourseives during the day. 
This he at last consented to do 
as he was growing weak; he had 
been sick and was getting sick again. We 
accordingly went to the woods and 
sat down by a stream and Goss went to sleep. 
This was my time, but as I looked at him my 
heart failed me. Several timesI tried to 
summon courage to doit, but I could not. I 
hadn’titinme. IfI hadonly had a bottle of 
whisky with me to nerve me up I would have 
done it and probably have avoided detectton. 
But I then concluded that my best plan was 
to take him up to Sam Rhoades’ and give him 
something in his whisky and quietly bury him. 
knew Rhoades had always borne 

a rather bad character and would, 
I thought, do anything for money. 
I concluded I would take the risk, and if he 
refused to help me I thought my sister—his 
wife—would board him for a while until 
something could be done. About dark, 
therefore, we started, but I found that we 
could not walk as far as Rhoades’ that night, 
and Iconcluded to stop at my mother’s. We 
accordingly went to Gennerville, and I left 
Goss in an orchard, nearly opposite my moth- 
er’s house, and went to see her, but I found 
that she was not there, but was down at a 
neighbor’s, nearly a mile away. The only 
thing then to do was to get some place to stay, 
and I spoke of the hotel. As soon as Goss 
heard there was a hotel near by his chronic 
thirst revived, and go there he would and did. 
I cautioned him to be careful, and he prom- 


| ised me he would be. 


RHOADES DECLINES AN INTEREST. 

The next morning I tried to borrow a horse 
and wagon, but was only able to get a horse, 
80 I had to abandon the idea of taking Goss 
up with me, and he was unwilling to walk, 
and,in fact, he was not well. He came very 
near having delirium tremens the night be- 
fore. I therefore concluded to go up and see 
Rhoades, and if he was willing to have him 
stay there we could get a wagon and take him 
up. I accordingly went up to Rhoades’ 
house, but he was away. I saw my sister,and 
she said Sam was not at home, but 
was working a short way off. I told her 
I wanted tosee him. It was about dinner 
time, and she told me to put my horse in the 
stable and stay for dinner, after which she 
would go with me to where he was working. 
So, after dinner, we wentover to the field and 
found him. I left her under the shade and 
went to where he was. We talked about the 
weather, and I told him I had a good thing on 
band, and askedhim how he would like to 
zo into something in which there was plenty 
of money to be made. I was rather suspic- 
ious of him and wanted to sound him. He said 
he was always ready to make money, but he 
seemed suspicious ofme. We had not been 
very good » and be was cautious. 

A LOST MAN, 

I told him there was a man at Gennerville 

who was lost and who was supposed by all 
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his friends to be dead: that he had plenty of 
money and was drinking himself to death and 
would die before long 4 ned and when he 
did die we might as well have the money, and 
I asked him how it would be if he died at 
their house—whether he could be buried 
quietly or whether there would have to 
be an inquest. This seemed to startle him. 
So long as we talked about robbing the man 
he seemed all right, but when 1 spoke about 
the man’s death he seemed scared. I at last 

ersuaded him to letme bring the man up to 
bis house to stay awbile, and he said, ‘*All 
right, bring him up and I will 
see what he _  is_ like’? I _ then 
asked him 
He said his horse was away, or something,but 
that there was a livery stable at Pennington- 
ville where I could get a wagon. We. then 
went to where my sister was standing, and 
she said she was going to Penningtonville to 
the store. Itold herI would walk up with 
her. I wenttothe livery stable and got the 
horse and wagon and told themI was going 
io take a young lady out riding and wanted a 
quiet horse. I was even then uncertain 
whether I would take Goss to Rhoades’ or 
not. After getting the horse and wagon I 
drovetothe store, whereI was to meet my 
sister and, getting her in, took her home.Then 
I got my horse and borrowed a bitching strap 
from her, and led the horse down to Genner- 
ville, or partly led him, but he was hard to 
lead, oak I let him go and tried to drive him 
ahead of me; sol was a long time getting 
beck. : 

GOSS’ LAST HOURS. 

AsIdrove back my fears about Goss re- 
vealing at eco, in the condition he was 
now in made me decide that it would be un- 
safe to trust him with Rhoades, and that the 
tinal resort must be reached. I decided to kill 
him at once. After getting backto Genner- 
ville Italkea with Goss and told him we 
would go up to Rhoades’ and that I would 
slip down and see my mother, asI had not 
yet seen her, and as I should perhaps have to 
make some excuse in case of suspicion 
I bad better’ go. I therefore’ told 
him to wait for me a short time. and I went 
down there. When I came back I settled the 
bill with the landlord, Mr. Jeffries, and got 
from him some whisky for Goss and a good- 


sized bottle to keep my nerves steady. Local 
option was in operation at that time, and hotel 
keepers were very careful to whom they sold 
anything; but, as we were strangers and he 
knew that I lived in Baltimore (for by that 
time they had found out who I was), I did not 
have much difficuity. After being thus pre- 
pared we started on our fatal journey, and 
upon one which sends us both to dishonored 
graves. 
THE BUTCHERY. 

The evening was warm and we drove rather 
slowly.Goss was swearing about being brought 
into such a country place and was complain- 
ing. I was rather disposed to quarrel with 
bim, and going up we quarreled considerably. 
When we got above Cochranville to a woods 
1 had noticed in the morning, and which I had 
selected for the purpose, I drove in among 
some chestnut sprouts. Idid not think Goss 
would notice where we were going, but he 
did, and exclaimed, *‘Where are you taking 
me?’ Are vou going to kill me’’”’ I at that in- 
stant stopped the horse, threw down the lines, 
and, putting my left arm around his head, 
covered his mouth with my left hand: with 
the right I drew out the knife I had made 
at Baltimore for the purpose and cut his 
throat. It was the work of aninstant. He 
made no noise and very little resistance, for I 
held him likea vice. The blood, of course, 
ran over everything; he bled awfully, until, 
finally, his body becoming weak, I released 
mv hold,and it doubled down upon the bot- 
tom of the wagon, smashed the front of the 
dasbboard over and benttheirons. While I 
was holding him, until he bled, to be sure my 
work was completed, I stabbed, or endeavor- 
ed to stab himin the heart, and this accounts 
for the numerous wounds found upon the 
body. Heavens, how I felt for his heart with 
that long, slender blade! 

HIDING THE BODY. 

When he was senseless I took him out of 
the wagon and laid him on the ground and 
went back with the wagon to a stream of wa- 
ter we had passed. Here l washed the wagon 
thoroughly, having first takon out the oilcloth 
thut was in the bottom. I alze washed the 
blood off myself. I had black panta- 
loons on, and the blood and water did not 
show onthem. The worst was on my shirt, 
but I cook it off and washed the stains out of 
that, and it only looked like a sweated shirt. 
After washing the wagon I was very much 
exhausted and drank the balance of the whis- 
ky inthe bottle, fixed uv the dashboard of 
the wagon as best I could, and took the 
wagon back to Penningtonville. After leav- 
ing the wagon I went and sat down ona 
platform near the railroad, intending to resta 
few minutes, but fell asleep, and woke with a 
start for fear it was nearly morning. I don’t 
know how longIl had slept, but | hurried up 
and started back. I had seen a spade at 
Rhoades’ when I had been there that day, 
standing in the stable. I stopped at Rhoades’, 
got this and proceeded on my way. My idea 
was to so disfigure the bodv as to prevent 
identification ifit should be -found. I there- 
fore took the clothes off it, cut itup as it was 
found, and battered the head in with the 
spade. The digging was very hard. The 
ground was dry and there were so many roots 
that I had great difiiculty indigging a hole to 
bury the body in. And here is where I made 
a fatal mistake, forif I had only dug that 
grave a little deeper no-one weuld ever have 
known. 

COVERING THE CRIME. 

After burying the body1 madeafire and 
burned the bloody clothes, horse cover, ete. 
By this time it was daylight and I started to 
Gennerville. I stopped at Cochranville snd 
got my breakfast, then wenton and stayed 
with my mother for a few days and then went 
back to Baltimore. Goss’ ring wa3 pulled off 
in some way in the wagon, and I did not no-, 
tice the loss until 1 was searching for his 
trinkets. He had with him the ratchet screw 
driver, some old and curious coins and other 
things. These I took with me and, with the 
knife with which I did the deed, dropped 
them into the Susquehanna River as I crossed 
the bridge on my return to Baltimore. 

This is the true story, andI am sure those 
who read it will believe that I would never 
have yone into this if I had foreseen the ne- 
cessity for murder. But the killing of Goss 
became a matter of necessity for my own self- 
preservation. I tried this last chance and 
have lost. I desire to say that I, and I 
alone, am responsible for the killing; no one 
else knew anything about it, and not a soul 
except myself, W.S. Goss and A.C. Goss 
knew anything about the conspiracy. 

It was my intention to have this published 
immediately after my execution, but fearing 
that it might havea bad effect upon the trial 
of A. C. Goss, I leave it with my counsel, J. 
F. Perdue, with the request that he retain it 
for five years after a eath and then give it 
to the worid. M. E. UDDERZOOK. .

The Discontented Miners Proceed to 
Violence. 


Full Account of the Outrage Committed 
at Centerville. 


The city was greatly excited this morning 
by the rumor that the miners in the Belleville 
District had attackea the menat the Donk 
Coal Works, set fire to the mines, killed one 
employe and maltreated several others. The 
coal fraternity especially were boiling 
over with excitement, and the office 


of the Donk Bros., the owners of the mines 
supposed to be in danger, was thronged all 
the morning by anxious inquirers into the 
truth of the report. Mr. E. C. Donk, one of 
the partners, was buttonholed by a PoOsT- 
PISPATCH reporter. and gave the following 
narrative of what really happened. 

Said Mw. Donk: ‘‘We have of late been 
bavinpg so much trouble with the.miners that 
we at last determined to introduce machinery 
into our mines. Thi+, of course, to a 
certain degree, would make us_ inde- 
pendend of the miners, of whom we employ 
in the busy season from 125 to 150. Six weeks 
avo we procured the machinery and have been 
working our mines with it ever since—exper- 
jmenting ina certain sense. The miners it- 
terly opposed 
THE INTRODUCTION OF THE MACHINERY, 
and made violent threats against the men who 
were working it. Ali along the miners have 


been very hostile, and the most violent intimi- 4 


dation has been practiced, so far as it could be 
done without any overt acts of violence. Our 
workmen,bowever,avoided ail provocation and 
kept closely to the mines. Some repairs were 
necessary forthe machinery, and yesterday 
the foreman, Rowley, cameto town to see 
me about it. Several others of the 
workmen also came up to town to pass Sun- 
day. Rowley was to bave returned on the 5 
o’ciock train, but, missing that, he caught the 
five minutes past 8 train. He 
wet four other workmen on the 
vars, and reached Centerville depot 
allright. There Mr. Touchaise, the depot 
master. Warned them that danger was ahead. 
tie informed towley and his four 
companions that the miners were 
lying in wait forthem, and that they had 
betier be careful. **‘How many of them are 
there?’ asked Rowley. “*Well, I saw eight 
or nine,’’ said Touchaise.

Mr. Donk immedi- 
ately rushed to the telegraph oflice tosend a 
dispatch to Sheriff Weber, of Belleville, but 
found thatthe Belleville othece was not open. 
Returning, he met Police Officer Kickham, of 
whom he asked the whereabouts 
of Chief McDonough and Police 
Commissioner Armstrong. Oflicer Kick- 
bam afterwards accidentally met 
a Times reporter, and told him of the occur- 
rence and thus enabled the Times to scoop its 
neighbors with the first sensational rumor. 
Mr. Donk went tothe Planters’ and aroused 
Col. Armstrong, who informed him he could 
lo nothing in the matter. Mr.

So I fee! to-night at this weleome which 
you have been so kind as to give me. And I 
but teebly expiess my emotions when 

; I THANK YOU FUR IT 
with ail my heart, and when I also return to 
the crator who has spoken for you to-nicht 
my sincere appreviation of his too flatteriag 
remarks. My friends, as I passed through 
Newark to-day, 1 purchased a Columbus pa- 

r, and, to my great surprise, I found that 

was expected to make a speech here to- 
night. I speak in all sincerity and truth when 
I say that that surprised me; for it was oaly 
yesterday morning that [ knew I could come 
aud visit my home, and [ had no certainty at 
all that you would know that I was cominz, 
and if you did know it I had no idea I would 
be expected to makea speech: and this being 
the case, my friends, I have no prepared 
speech to deliver you. I did not come to 
Cnio charged with a speech. [Langhter.] I 
did not thitk a specch from me was atall 
necessary. I came here to get a litele rest 
after five months of intense labor without 
apy recreation ‘at all. Although enjoying 
tine heaith, 

I NEEDED SOME REST, 

some repose ; und | came to get it among my 
friends in Columbus—(applause]—but since 
you have been told that [ would speak to- 
hight, and have been kind enough to come 
and hear me, it would be unjust in me not to 
fay something, at least, upon the political 
questions, Or some of them, that agitate the 
country. Yiu wiil permit me, however, my 
friends, to be very brief. AtnotimeamI a 
long speaker and therefore it is but seldom 
that Lam tedious. I shall speak to you very 
briefly, indeed; but what 1 do say I com- 
mend to your careful and thoughtful consid- 
eration. 

My friends, it bas been said that every 
Presidential election is a crisis in this Repub- 
lic, and though it might be doubted whether 
in the past that remurk is so absolutely true 
that there wus no exception to it, yet it must 
beedmitted that in later years every Presi- 
dential election bas in fact been a crisis in our 
affairs; and no one can tell how long it may 
thus continue te be. But of one thing I think 
we may be absolutely certain, and that is, the 
Presidential elec:ion of 1880 will be regarded, 
as long as the history of this country shall be 
read anu studied, as 

A CRISIS 

in the affairs of the republic. And whydolI 
suy this? Lamnot accustomed,itis not my 
wont, to magnify things. Why, then, do I 
Ssaythat this a crisis in public affairs? Be- 
csuse, my frien¢s,in my serious judgment, 
the election this year will go far to determioe 
whetber substantial liberty, substantial free 
institutions, siall continue in America. 

Mr. Thurman then spoke for some minutes 
upon the phrase so often repeated by tne op- 
ponents of the Democratic party, that ‘*we 
need astrong government.’? The meauing of 
this was that we should have a stronger na- 
tions! government to rule over the whole peo- 
pie of this country, ‘Ihe pcople should be 
con:ent with the government as it has ex- 
iste @ for three-atuercers «f a century, under 
which we have flo imshed as no other people 
bave flourished. There are but two modes of 
giving strength to & government. One mode 
is fraught with beneficence to the people, and 
safety. security and prosperity to the State. 
The other mode means 

DESVPOTISM OVER THE PEOPLE, 
and ruin and ultimate destruction to the 
State. ‘The first is to constitute your govern- 
ment anpdso administer it that it will chal- 
lenge and receive the affection of the people 
who dwell under it, that thev shall not merely 
obey,but that they shalirevere,esteem and love 
it. A government thus supported by its people, 
whatever may be its form, however few may 
be the powers expressly conferred upon it, 1s 
one of the strongest governments upon the 
earth, if not the very strongest. Sucha gov- 
ernment our forefathers thought they had or- 
dained forthe people of the United States, 
and such a government the Democratie party 
has always advocated. The other mode of 
strengthening a government is to strengthen 
it merely by force, by great standing armies. 

This point was dwelt on at some length, and 
illustrations of the results of such kinds of 
government were given by reference to the rule 
of Great Britain over Ireiand, the Empire of 
Russia, etc. The application made of one of 
the principles underlying the two forms of 
government was that the former mode was 
that by which 

THE DEMOCRATIC PARTY 
sought to administer the government, while 
the Republican party resorted to the latter 
mode. He concluded as follows: 

‘‘Now, my friends, in my judgment, the 
great question which is to besolved is whether 
or not the strength of our government in the 
future shall come from the affections of the 
people, or whether it shall be that strength 
that despots, and despots alone, employ. 
There is much more that 1 might speak to you 
about; of the necessity of reform, of the 
necessity of economy, of the necessity of low- 
ering taxes, and all those subjects with which 
you are more or Jess familiar, but I promised 
you that I would not weary your patience, 
and I hope you will not allow me to weary 
myself.” | 

Again thanking the crowd, he retired amid 
enthusiastic applause.
